It  is  not  my  intention  to  handle  numerous  varieties  of 
plants  but  I am  constantly  searching  for  more  and  better 
varieties  of  Evergreens  which  will  stand  hot  southern  sum- 
mer and  hardy  enough  to  endure  zero  weather.  In  the 
lower  south,  we  will  have  to  put  main  dependence  on  Broad- 
leaved Evergreens  but  only  too  few  of  them  are  listed  by 
general  nurseries,  and  we  need  more  Conifers  which  will 
stand  our  long  hot  summer.  Additional  list  of  plants  you 
will  find  in  this  modest  catalogue  is  limited  this  year,  but 
I will  endeavor  to  add  something  of  real  value  from  year 
to  year,  having  scores  of  newer  Evergreens  under  trial  for 
future  listing,  after  thorough  test  under  our  trying  climate. 

Your  special  attention  is  called  to  the  fact  that  we  are 
offering,  on  average,  much  larger  stock  for  lining  out  than 
generally  offered  by  trade.  With  the  exception  of  rooted 
cuttings  and  a few  small  seedlings,  all  our  lining  out  plants 
can  be  planted  in  open  field  for  power  cultivation  and  do 
not  have  to  be  bedded  one  year.  Almost  all  our  lining  out 
size  plants  can  be  marketed  as  specimen  plants,  by  growing 
only  one  season. 

The  business  of  last  season  was  far  beyond  our  fondest 
expectation,  but  best  of  all,  more  than  two-thirds  of  our 
business1  was  from  old  customers  and  friends,  who  encour- 
aged me  constantly  by  telling  nice  things  about  our  plants, 
grading  and  packing  that  I will  redouble  my  efforts  to 
live  up  to  their  trust  and  expectation. 

We  are  better  equipped  to  handle  your  orders,  which  will 
receive  my  personal  attention  and  assure  you  of  entire  sat- 
isfaction.
